camp. At his urgent request, I mora than 
once brought his vary natzral desire to the 
motice of the cuthorities in Pretoria, but it 
was only when I was leaving, about the middle 
of June, that-military exigoncies allowed of an 
attempt being made to do so. Hoa left Protoria 
witha column of our troops ‘about the sama 
time that I left for England. 

Mies Hobhouss is, I conclude, unaware of how 
well the Boer women have served, and are still 
serving, the commandos as intelligence officers, 
spies, and even as docoya, If she know this'sho 
would hardly consider their being kept under 
some supervision a hardship, or wish them to 
be left at liberty, They cannot appeal to 
‘sympathy on the plea of harmless womanhood, 
for they have proved themselves to be: ve: 
‘dangerons enemies. We msy admire their 
courage. but they have forfeited the right to 
be consided ‘non-belligerents, «+ 

There is one point in Miss Hobhouse's atti- 
‘tude which appears unaccountable. 
she not touched by the snfferingsa of+thosa 
persons Who are, and always have been, loyal 
subjects of the Empire, who were driven from 
“their homes by the “Boers, and who are ‘atill 
enduring as.much as or more than the worst 
cases adduced by her amongst the Boor refugees?” 
Why doos eho not plead their cause? Ono fact 
is, however, evident. If wo deliberately post-- 
pone the interests of our loyal subjects to the 
| interests of the Boers the latter will regard our 
beneficence jas savouring of weak conciliation 
rather than of sympathy. . 


I would not, howover,. neglect ‘conciliation | 


when it can be practised in accord with imperial 
interests. There isan olive braach which. 1 
know that the. Boers in the. Transvaal, and I 
eonelude those in the Orange River Colony, 
will accept.. Education for adults, aswell as 
for children, offered under conditions which 
would facilitate its acceptanca, would do more 
to render the Boors loyal to the Empire and do 
more to strengthen the loyalty of the already 
loyal English Afrikander than all else. It is 
bat little known to thoze who have not dwelt 
for years amongst the farming population of the 
‘Tranavaal that learning. is tha one thing a 
‘Tranay :al Boer reveronces, I have no acourate 
knowledge greet of the Transvaal, therefore. 
I spook of if alone; but the Sonth African prok- 
lem is concentrated in the Tranevaal.- =

MOSQUITOES IN PARIS. | 


Rg 

Every year the mosquilo plaguo is said to 
increase in the-French capital, and Profassor 
Blanchard has again made o communication to 
the Academy of Medicine on that subject, 
qspocially concerning the possibility of the pro- 
Pigation of. diseases by mosquitoes and the 
Ho calls to 
mind the historical fact that certain towns and 
health resor's of antiqnity had te be abandoned 
on account of the mosquitoes which had invaded 4 
thom, and that at the present moment there are 


“towns and regions which on that account suffer 


greatly in their commerce and extension. The 
complaints concerning thomultiplication of theso 
iuseolsin Paris deserve the attention of the 
Medical Academy, expecially as there is'a_ques- 
tion as to whether mosquitoes can transmit-dis- 
eases, Professor Blanchard contends that ne ono 
could affirm it becanse till now none of these in- 
sects of the anopheles spevies, which.are con- 
sidered as alone capable of doing so, have beon 
found in Paris. The Paris mosquito belongs 
to the ezlex spocies. They cannot, however, 
be regarded as-completely inoffensive, as they 
are capable of transmitting a parasitical disease, 
the Filsriose, which ; however, fortunately does 
not exist in Franee. ‘ 

. Professor Blanchard, nevertheless, thinks the 
Paris mosquitoes aro capable ‘of propagating 
leprosy. . He gaye to the Acadomy of Medicine 
several examples, to which Dr. Chantemesso 
added the relation of other facts he had: noted 
at Constantinople, tending to prove that leprosy 

uring the night, 

However that may be, and admitting that the 
Paris mosquitoes do not constitate a danger to 


and their destruction is desirable.. Professor 
Blonchard contends that_s larva of the mosquite 
oan be destroyed by pouriag potroloum on stag- 
nant water. He thinks thatthe Academy should 
demand of the public powers—first, the publica- 
tion of a pamphlet warning the public of the 
possible dangers connected wits mosquitoos, and 
indicating tho means of destroying. then; and 
second, the adoption of the uece-sary m..gures 
to destroy the mosquito larva ip th» water on 
the public places in Puri .
